Daniel Speaks of a number of abomination of desolation 


(Daniel 8:8-14) Therefore the male goat (Alexander the Great) grew very great; but when he became strong, 
the large horn was broken, and in place of it four notable ones (his four generals 1.SELEUCUS , 2. 
LYSIMACHUS, 3. PTOLEMY, 4. CASSANDER ) came up toward the four winds of heaven. And out of one of 
them (Seleucus) came a little horn (Antiochus Epiphanes) which grew exceedingly great toward the south, 
toward the east, and toward the Glorious Land. And it grew up to the host of heaven; and it cast down some 
of the host and some of the stars to the ground, and trampled them. He even exalted himself as high as the 
Prince of the host; and by him the daily sacrifices were taken away, and the place of His sanctuary was cast 
down. Because of transgression, an army was given over to the horn to oppose the daily sacrifices; and he 
cast truth down to the ground. He did all this and prospered. Then | heard a holy one speaking; and another 
holy one said to that certain one who was speaking, "How long will the vision be, concerning the daily 
sacrifices and the transgression of desolation, the giving of both the sanctuary and the host to be trampled 
under foot?" And he said to me, "For two thousand three hundred days (171-165 BC) ; then the sanctuary 
shall be cleansed."(NKJV) 


(Daniel 9:25-27) "Know therefore and understand, That from the going forth of the command To restore 
and build Jerusalem Until Messiah the Prince, There shall be seven weeks and sixty-two weeks; The street 
shall be built again, and the wall, Even in troublesome times. "And after the sixty-two weeks Messiah shall 
be cut off, but not for Himself; And the people of the prince who is to come Shall destroy the city and the 
sanctuary. The end of it shall be with a flood, And till the end of the war desolations are determined. Then 
he shall confirm a covenant with many for one week; But in the middle of the week He shall bring an end to 
sacrifice and offering. And on the wing of abominations shall be one who makes desolate, Even until the 
consummation, which is determined, Is poured out on the desolate." (NKJV) 


(Daniel 11:31) "And forces shall be mustered by him, and they shall defile the sanctuary fortress; then they 
shall take away the daily sacrifices, and place there the abomination of desolation. (NKJV) 


Da 12:11 "And from the time that the daily sacrifice is taken away, and the abomination of desolation is set 
up, there shall be one thousand two hundred and ninety days. (NKV) 


1st_fullfillment is in the Time of the Maccabees 


A Gentile in the temple ground is defiling the temple 


(Acts 21:26-29) Then Paul took the men, and the next day, having been purified with them, entered the 
temple to announce the expiration of the days of purification, at which time an offering should be made for 
each one of them. Now when the seven days were almost ended, the Jews from Asia, seeing him in the 
temple, stirred up the whole crowd and laid hands on him, crying out, "Men of Israel, help! This is the man 
who teaches all men everywhere against the people, the law, and this place; and furthermore he also 
brought Greeks into the temple and has defiled this holy place." (For they had previously seen Trophimus 


the Ephesian with him in the city, whom they supposed that Paul had brought into the temple.) (NKJV) 
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3 Court of Gentiles 


God told Abraham who ever breaks this covenant is cut from God's People 


Ge 17:14 "And the uncircumcised male child, who is not circumcised in the flesh of his foreskin, that person 
shall be cut off from his people; he has broken My covenant." 


God was going to kill Moses because his son was uncircumcized 


(Exodus 4:24-26) And it came to pass on the way, at the encampment, that the LORD met him and sought to 
kill him. Then Zipporah took a sharp stone and cut off the foreskin of her son and cast it at Moses' feet, and 
said, "Surely you are a husband of blood to me!" So He let him go. Then she said, "You are a husband of 
blood!" -because of the circumcision. (NKJV) 


1 Maccabees 1:20-22 And after that Antiochus had smitten 
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before the temple, all which he pulled off. 


(The Year to this event is 171 BC) 
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(169 BC) 





1 Maccabees 4:52 -54 
Now on the five and twentieth day of the ninth month, which is called 
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betimes in the morning, And offered sacrifice according to the law 
upon the new altar of burnt offerings, which they had made. Look, at 


what time and what day the heathen had profaned it, even in that was 
it dedicated with songs, and citherns, and harps, and cymbals. 


(December 25,165 BC) The first Hanukkah 





2nd Fullfillement abomination of desolation is found in the destruction of Jeruslem by the Romans in 70 
AD 


(Matthew 24:15-18) "Therefore when you see the 'abomination of desolation,’ spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet, standing in the holy place" (whoever reads, let him understand), "then let those who are in Judea 
flee to the mountains. "Let him who is on the housetop not go down to take anything out of his house. "And 
let him who is in the field not go back to get his clothes. (NKJV) 


(Mark 13:14-15) "So when you see the 'abomination of desolation,’ spoken of by Daniel the prophet, 
standing where it ought not" (let the reader understand), "then let those who are in Judea flee to the 
mountains. "Let him who is on the housetop not go down into the house, nor enter to take anything out of 
his house. (NKJV) 


Luke explains what is the abomination of desolation 


(Luke 21:20-22) "But when you see Jerusalem surrounded by armies, then know that its desolation is near. 
"Then let those who are in Judea flee to the mountains, let those who are in the midst of her depart, and let 
not those who are in the country enter her. "For these are the days of vengeance, that all things which are 
written may be fulfilled. (NKJV) 


(Luke 21:24) "And they will fall by the edge of the sword, and be led away captive into all nations. And 
Jerusalem will be trampled by Gentiles until the times of the Gentiles are fulfilled. (NKJV) 


Josephus & Early Church understood that to be the desolation 


Eusebius Church History Book 3 CHAPTER 5. {"But the people of the church in 
Jerusalem had been commanded by a revelation, vouchsafed to approved men there 
before the war, to leave the city and to dwell in a certain town of Perea called 
Pella.And when those that believed in Christ had come thither from Jerusalem, then, 


as if the royal city of the Jews and the whole land of Judea were entirely destitute of 
holy men, the judgment of God at length overtook those who had committed such 
outrages against Christ and his apostles, and totally destroyed that generation of 
impious men. But the number of calamities which every where fell upon the nation at 
that time; the extreme misfortunes to which the inhabitants of Judea were especially 
subjected, the thousands of men, as well as women and children, that perished by the 
sword, by famine, and by other forms of death innumerable,--all these things, as well 
as the many great sieges which were carried on against the cities of Judea, and the 
excessive. sufferings endured by those that fled to Jerusalem itself, as to a city of 
perfect safety, and finally the general course of the whole war, as well as its particular 
occurrences in detail, and how at last the abomination of desolation, proclaimed by 
the prophets, stood in the very temple of God, so celebrated of old, the temple which 
was now awaiting its total and final destruction by fire,-- all these things any one that 
wishes may find accurately described in the history written by Josephus"}

3rd Fullfillment is at the Reformation 


Let no man deceive you by any means, for that Day shall not come, unless 
there come a falling away first, and that man of sin be revealed, the son of 
perdition, who opposeth God and exalteth himself above all that is called God 
or that is worshiped, so that he sitteth as God in the temple of God, showing 
himself to be God.

When Popery was found to be AntiChrist those of the Faith who were saved Seperated themselves from the 
Church of Rome .
